Darkness  once  more.  . . . Danesch  repeats  the  magic 

phrase  . . . another  flash  follows  . . . another  gesture. 

. . . . From  the  rocks  gush  forth  thick  and  luminous  vapours. 

. . . . The  cave  dilates  beyond  measure. 

Tiny  gnomes  and  elves  issue  everywhere  and  scatter,  swarming 
gaily.  . . . Spirits  and  witches  then  come,  whirling  in  the  air. 

The  dance  becomes  giddier  and  giddier  . . . till  it  turns 

to  a revel.  The  air  rings  with  wild  shrieks;  gnomes,  elves  and 
witches,  goaded  by  the  voice  of  Danesch,  dance  with  increasing  fury. 

. . . Suddenly  the  wizard  leans  forward  with  a violent  gesture 

. . . a deep  roar  shakes  the  earth  . . . everything  vanishes. 

The  sultana  turns  in  wonder  . . . but  Danesch  with 

sweetest  accents,  repeats  the  magic  device. 

From  the  dissipated  vapours  rises  a garden,  basking  in  changeful 
light.  Dainty  elves  flash  among  the  foliage  . . . airy  fairies 

dance  like  dragonflies  to  the  harmonious  sound  of  the  fountains,  and  the 
very  flowers,  gently  waving,  seem  to  diffuse  a murmur  subdued  and 
sweet.  . . . Danesch,  with  playful  cadence,  resumes  the  en- 
chanted phrase.  The  fairies  vanish.  . . . The  garden  is  changed 

to  an  endless  prairie. 

Will-o’-the-wisps  flash  here  and  there  . . . now  a hob- 
goblin appears  . . . now  an  elf  . others  and  still  others 

join  them.  . . . They  become  myriads,  pursuing  each  other  in 

boisterous  tumult.  . . . But,  lo  ! the  voice  of  Danesch  weakens 

to  a sharp  hiss:  the  spirits,  following  its  rhythm,  scatter,  vanishing  in 
the  far  distance. 

A shrill  peal  of  laughter  then  rings  through  the  air ; in  fright,  the 
sultana  turns ; but  the  wizard  himself  has  vanished.
